WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 
—Congress granted President 
Roosevelt broad authority to con- 
solidate governmental agencies and 
eliminate their overlapping func-

It was not as complete a triumph 
as the administration would have 
desired, hoWever, since Congress 
wrote numerous restrictions into 
the bill and deleted most of the 
points around which greatest strife 
had centered in the last session. 
Congress retained for itself the 
right to veto presidential reorgani- 
zation orders. Such orders would 
become effective automatically 
within 60 days of their submission 
to Congress, however, unless both 
Senate and House turned them 
down within that period.

for economy. It said: 
“The Congress hereby declares 
that by reason of continued nation- 
al deficits beginning in 1931, it is 
desirable to reduce substantially 
Government expenditures and that 
such reduction may be accom- 
plished in some measure by pro- 
ceding immediately under the pro- 
visions of this act.”

volunteer force corresponding to 
the United States’ National Guard 
—up to this figure. 


New Enlistment Efforts. 
Announcing this new move 
prepare Britain for a leading role 
in efforts to unite nations against 
expansion of the 
Chamberlain said: 
“We believe we can demonstrate 
the possibilities of voluntary serv- 
ice to meet all our needs,” 

In announcing the territorial 
army increase, Chamberlain said 
“a further and much augmented 
effort will be required to bring 
home to the nation the need for 
obtaining the numbers (of recruits) 
aimed at in the shortest possible 
time.” 

It previously had been planned to 
give the territorial army a total of 
204,000 men by the end of 1939.

To Have 38 Divisions. 

Answering a question Chamber-

*“*Jack” Herget Convicted 
on 11 Counts of Misuse 
of Mails in Scheme for 
Sale of Stolen Autos.

The Government's case was based 
chiefly on testimony by Mrs. Retta 
Strantz, a notary public, who said

cates of title to automobiles and to 
direct the office of the Secretary 
of State to mail the duplicates to 
1502 Market street. The Govern- 
ment contended that Herget used 
1502 Market street, a saloon, as 
business headquarters. 

Mrs. Strantz said she met Long 
through Herget, «hom she had 
known about 15 years at the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building. Although 
Herget did not introduce him by 
name, he said Long was “all right” 
and would have some business for 
her, she testified. 

The case went to the jury late 
yesterday after Herget had ap- 
peared as the only defense witness. 
He denied any connection with the 
transactions of Oliver N. Long, one 
of the co-defendants, who pleaded 
guilty of mail fraud and interstate 
transportation of a stolen automo- 
bile last November and was sen- 
tenced to five years in Federal pen- 
itentiary.

GIVE UP THE SHIP’ LAWRENCE 


Descendants of Woman Who Died 
in 1887 Seek Picture Held by 
Historical Society. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 29 (AP). 
—A portrait of Capt. James Law- 
rence, whose battle-cry, “Don’t give 
up the ship,” became a slogan in 
the war of 1812, was the stake for 
which litigants started to fight 
in Chancery Court yesterday. 

Lawrence, born in Burlington, N. 
J., Oct. 1, 1781, was commander 
of the frigate Chesapeake in a 
battle with the British ship Shan- 
non off Boston harbor in 1813. 
Mortally wounded in the fight, as 
he lay dying, he gave his last or- 
der—"“Don’t give up the _ ship.” 
Nevertheless the Chesapeake was 
defeated. 

The naval officer’s portrait by 
Gilbert Stuart now is in possession 
of the New Jersey Historical So- 
ciety. 

Suit to gain possession was filed 
by Lawrence Preston Redmond of 
Wisdom, Mont., Dorothy Redmond 
Hubbard of Kelly, Wyo., and Gert- 
rude Redmond McCain of Grant 
National Park, Bureau of Public 
Roads, California. 

The complaint said the picture 
was owned by Mary Lawrence 
Redmond, paternal grandmother of 
the complainants, who died at New- 
port, R. L, in 1887. Her will, the 
petition said, left the portrait to 
the historical society if her son, 
William Preston Redmond, then 14, 
had no descendants when he died. 

The son died last year. The three 
who filed suit are his children.

ON CALENDAR FOR 
FINAL PASSAGE 


Representative Francis 
Loses Effort to Provide 
More Money for Depend- 
ent Children, 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
The House perfected a bill yester- 
day appropriating one-third of the 
general revenues, or about $28,000,- 
000 for support of the State public 
schools during the 1939-40 biennium, 


after defeating, by a vote of 101 to 
12, an amendment which would 
have reduced the school fund 10 
per cent to provide additional 
money for aid to dependent chil- 
dren. 

The State Constitution provides 
that at least one-fourth of the gen- 
eral revenues be given to the 
schools, but for the last 52 years the 
Legislature has awarded one-third. 
Representative J. Arthur Francis 
of Iron County, pointing out that 
the school fund had grown about 
250 per cent because of a substan- 
tial increase in general revenues 
during the last 10 years, offered 
an amendment to appropriate only 
30 per cent, instead of 331-3 per 
cent, to the schools. 

The funds saved by reducing the

Representative John D. Taylor of 
Keyetesville, chairman of the House 
Appropriation Committee, opposed 
the amendment, and pointed out 
that while the schools were to get 
$28,000,000 for the next two years, 
another pending appropriation 
measure provides for the expend- 
iture of $29,000,000 during the same 
period for old-age pensions, direct 
relief and children’s aid. 

“I am wondering now how far 
this social security program is going 
to go,” Taylor said. “Five years 
ago it was unknown, and now it 
has grown to a point where it is 
more extensive than our educational 
program, Unless some steps are 
taken our social security activities 
will eventually bankrupt the State. 

Against Robbing School Fund. 

“To propose a plan that would 
rob the school fund for a purpose 
which already draws amounts out 
of proportion to the State revenues 
is the height of absurdity. The 
greatest thing we can do for the 
children of the State is to provide 
generously and adequately for their 
support.” 

Other speakers in opposition to 
the amendment contended the _ in- 
creased school fund had resulted in 
a reduction of local taxes used fof 
school purposes. It was pointed 
out that, although the State con- 
tributions to schools had increased 
materially, the total amount spent 
for schools from State and local 
taxes had been reduced from $47,- 
000,000 in 1931 to $45,000,000 last 
year. 

The school appropriation bill now 
goes on the House calendar for final 
passage. 


AVERAGE URBAN FAMILY TAXED 
$197 BY CITIES AND STATES 


79 Per Cent of Its Income Went 
to These Agencies, Municipal 
Says. 
NEW YORK, March 29 (AP).— 
The average American urban fam- 
ily paid $197.72, or 7.9 per cent of 


its income, for the support of state 


and local governments in 1937, the 
National Municipal League report- 
ed yesterday. 

The report was compiled from a 
study by J. M. Leonard, of the De- 
troit Bureau of Governmental Re- 
search, of the 150 cities of more 
than 30,000 population. The aver- 
age family was assumed to consist 
of two adults and two children, 
with an annual income of $2500 and 
owning a $5500 home and an auto- 
mobile. 

Such a family, the league said, 
paid the highest state and local 
taxes, $330.11, in Pueblo, Colo., and 
the lowest, $83.25, in Jacksonville,

Rogers told the committee that 
reciprocity would cost the State 
far more than it would gain, due to 
the fact that Missouri highways, be- 
cause of the central location of the 
State, provided the natural routes 
for many interstate truck lines to 
the West and Southwest. 


He said a cost study had shown 
that, considering investment cost 
and maintenance charges, ‘“Mis- 
souri's billion-dollar road system 
furnished a service costing $48,000.- 
000 a year,” but that the State was 
receiving only $23,000,000 from mo- 
tor vehicle traffic. This system, he 
said, was at the service of out-of- 
State trucks and other vehicles, as 
well as to Missouri-owned vehicles, 
and that the State should make its 
charge to all alike. 

Rogers emphasized the fact that 
use Of Missouri roads by trucks 
from other states was several times 
as great as use of the roads of 
other states by Missouri trucks, 
and that under reciprocity the State 
would not receive compensatory re- 
turn for the service it furnished. 

Roads Are Subsidy, He Says. 

Meeting the argument that this 
would be taken care of in the 
State’s gasoline tax, Rogers said 
that the State gave what amounted 
to a subsidy to the truck operators. 
Studies by engineers, he said, had 
developed that because of damage 
to the highways by heavy trucks,

HOUSE APPROVES. 
$301 831,070 FUND 
FOR LABOR BUREAU 


Bill Carrying $2,730,920 
for Wage and Hour Ad- 
ministration Is Sent to the 
Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (AP). 


—Without opposition, thee Hous 
passed and sent to the Senate to- 
day a $30,831,070 appropriation to 
run the Labor Department for the 
year starting July 1. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, in approving the bill earlier 
in the day, recommended that con- 
trol of funds for the wage-hour di- 
vision be restored to Secretary of 
Labor Perkins, 

The action threatened to reopen 
a sharp controversy since both the 
Senate and House voted recently 
to give Elmer F. Andrews, waze- 
hour administrator, complete juris- 
diction over the funds for his di- 
vision. The committee’s action 
would not apply to the current 
year’s appropriation. 

Both the committee and Miss Per- 
kins contended independent admin- 
istration of the Wage-Hour Law 
funds would increase costs and the 
committee further asserted that 
“endless confusion would ensue.” 

Although the bill’s total was $377,- 
810 less than the amount recom- 
mended by the Budget Bureau, it 
exceeded the department’s current 
appropriation by $2,730,920. The 
committee said the increase could 
be attributed directly to the cost 
of administering the new Wage- 
Hour Law. 

Praising the achievements of the 
conciliation service in averting 
threatened strikes and settling oth- 
ers, the committee recommended an 
increase of $25,000 for the service 
over the budget estimates to pro- 
vide 15 additional conciliators.

MACHADO, CUBA'S 
USTED DICTATOR 
DES W FLORDA 


He Succumbs Under An. 
esthetic When About to 
Be Operated on— Fled 
Country in 1933. 


MIAMI BEACH Fia., March 29 
(AP).—Gen. Gerardo Machado, 
whose dictatorial presidency of 
Cuba was overthrown in 1933, died 
on an*operating table today as five 
physicians tried in vain to stave off 
his death from cancer. 

The 67-year-old exile from his na« 
tive land succumbed when his heart 
failed to withstand the effects of an 
anesthetic. 

Dr. Jose Navarro said he and 
four prysicians who came from 
Havana had sought to remove “a 
big tumor in the abdomen.” 

“We had been keeping quiet about 
it;” he said, “but Gen. Machado was 
suffering from cancer. He had been 
in a serious condition for some 
time.”

TO SAFEGUARD CIVIL LIBERTIES. 
The product of the searching 30-month inquiry by 
the La Follette Civil Liberties Committee appeared 
before the Senate yesterday, in the form of a bill 
to outlaw certain oppressive practices used by some 
employers to obstruct unionization and collective 
bargaining. 

Ample evidence in support of the bill is found in 
the testimony, totaling several million words, gath- 
ered by the committee, and in the series of reports 
it bas made. Its industry has turned the light on 
anti-labor tactics in unprecedented fashion, and its 
careful methods have inspired public confidence in 
thé disclosures, shocking though they sometirhes 
were. 

The use of labor spies, to be banned under the 
proposed law, was shown in the hearings to be of 
vast scope, and tremendously lucrative to the agencies 
furnishing them. Heber Blankenhorn, industrial 
economist for the NLRB, said that, as of April, 1936, 
there were 230 such agencies, with at least 40,000 
labor spies. He estimated that industry spent 
$80,000,000 a year on espionage. 

Stockholders should approve the new bill, since 
the money spent for this purpose was diverted from 
their rightful earnings. And it was spent to break 
up unions and thereby thwart the purpose of the 
Wagner Act; which makes collective bargaining the 
law of the land. 

Strike-breakers and strike-breaking agencies, also 
banned by the measure, are a prolific source of vio- 
lence in labor disputes. A law already exists forbid- 
ding the transportation of strike-breakers across 
state lines, but the committee found this hopelessly 
inadequate, since agencies were quick to organize 
units in industrial centers, and thus avoid interstate 
commerce. 

The legitimate interests of employes are safe- 
guarded in the bill by defining strike-breakers as 
persons paid a bonus to replace regular employes 
during a strike. A company could thus continue 
operations with part of its regular employes or 
with substitutes, so long as it did not hire profes- 
sional plug-uglies to intimidate and beat up the 
striking workers. 

Closely associated with this phase is the ban on 
employment of armed private guards off the company 
property, and on the installation of arsenals in 
industrial plants. The record of company police has 
been a bloody and sordid one. In Pennsylvania, in 
Harlan County, Ky., and elsewhere they have domi- 
nated industrial regions and set up reigns of feudal- 
istic terror.

The bill provides restraints upon occasional un- 
scrupulous practices of management, and as such, 
it is highly desirable. It should be balanced, how- 
ever, with equal _Testraints upon occasional un- 
scrupulous practiccs of labor. The rackets, the jur- 
isdictional strikes, the exorbitant demands of some 
union groups are a familiar story. The Wagner Act 
also stands in need of revision, to correct certain 
injustices that have developed in its application. 
The Government in its role of arbiter should see 
that both employer and worker get a fair deal in 
legislation. 
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MOVIES FOR EUDAEMONISTS. 

“Walk, not run, to the nearest dictionary” should 
be the caption on one paragraph in Will H. Hays’ 
latest report on the state of the movies. The film 
czar is talking about “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs,” which had great success, although it dis- 
cussed no isms whatever, and had no social signifi- 


cance. This leads him to conclude, “It seems there 
are still a number of eudemonists left in the world.” | 
Webster says Mr. Hays means “eudaemonists,” or. 
people who define and enforce moral obligation by 
its relation to happiness or personal well-being. That 
is, they are satisfied if allowed to sit placidly and 
smell the flowers, in contrast with the hedonists, 
who want to pursue the butterflies. Plato thought 
eudaemonism, the happiness of all members of the 
state, was the final end of political development, and 
Aristotle made it the key word of his ethical doctrine. 
So Mr. Hays is in distinguished company, but 
what about Snow White? She underwent some har- 
rowing experiences, and the wicked Queen, who didn’t 
give a poisoned apple for eudaemonism, was scarcely 
conducive to anybody's placidity of mind. Dyed-in- 
the-wool disciples of the Plato-Hays doctrine will 
have to wait for a milder picture than that before 
they are transported to the eudaemonistic paradise, 
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The Cardinals will probably win the pennant but 
we can't be sure about it until Prof. Rickey makes 
his after-dinner speech. 

IS CENTERVILLE A SYMPTOM? 

An outstanding example of how a highly personal 
system of administering relief can result in waste 
is afforded in the report of the Illinois Emergency 
Relief Commission on Centerville Township in St. 
Clair County. Ironically, the explanations offered 
by Township Supervisor Albert Ulrich back up the 
main points in the report. Foremost among the many 
criticisms by the State Commission was its finding 
that 170 of the 466 families on the township relief 
rolls were undeserving in that they had other ade- 
quate means of support. In addition, the survey 
was conducted unter difficulties, since investigators 
said records were so incomplete that it would be 
a waste of time to use them as a guide. 

Ulrich, supervisor since 1930 and a holder of town- 
ship offices during the last 18 years, undoubtedly 
was right when he said that he knew all the resi- 
dents intimately, but the report shows he was 
grievously wrong when he asserted that he could 
judge their needs and resources expertly. His own 
statements substantiate the value of trained, im- 
personal social workers and prove that a township 
relief administrator, hampered by politics, is subject 
to a heavy and most unfortunate pressure. “I have 
to live with these people ... I'd be a poor supervisor 
if. I didn’t look out for my own people. ... If I 
can get some of that sales-tax money out here, I’m

going to do it.” 


That line of argument is familiar but not so 
frankly expressed here in Missouri, where families 


entitled to “some of that sales-tax money.” The 
task of administering relief to those actually in dire 
need is so immense, and the funds so inadequate, 
that there is no possible excuse for such conditions 
as found in Centerville Township. 

How many Centerville Township scandals are there 
in the whole United States? 
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THE FIGHT FOR MILLIONS. 

State Superintendent of Insurance Ray B. Lucas 
has appeared in the United States District Court in 
Jefferson City, requesting permission to intervene 
in a pending suit. His purpose is to recover for the 
policyholders approximately $9,000,000. 

Behind the Superintendent's action is that scanda- 
lous chapter of insurance history often told, in court 
and in print, and right now experiencing a revival, 
in one of its most lurid ‘episodes, before a Kansas 
City grand jury. 

The story began on May 1, 1930, when 137 stock 
fire insurance companies doing business in Missouri 
increased their rates by 16 2-3 per cent. 

The action was illegal. More than that, it was 
larcenous anarchy. This rate increase was assessed, 
not only without the consent of the State Insurance 
Department, but in the face of the Department’s 
stern disapproval. As such, the action flouted the 
State’s regulatory powers. As such, it defied the 
State Government. As such, it was a conspiracy 
to charge the policyholders in excess of the rates 
allowed by law. Whatever it was, in law, it was, in 
fact, a conspiracy to rob the policyholders, and it did 
rob the policyholders. 

Millions were taken out of the policyholders’ 
pockets in the five years those illegal rates were 
in force. After losing every battle in every court, 
during the long litigation war, an attempt was made, 


in May, 1935, to “respectable-ize” the outrage by ; 


the O'Malley compromise, by which the policy- 
holders were to get 20 per cent of the impounded 
funds. 

In 1936, a three-Judge Federal Court in Kansas 
City permitted a sum of more than $10,000,000 of the 
impounded funds to be distributed according to the 
terms of the egregious O’Malley compromise, which 
meant that the policyholders received a pittance. 

Superintendent Lucas is now trying to recover for 
the policyholders the $9,000,000, approximately, which 
was handed back to the companies. A question of 
legal procedure heré intrudes. Petitioner Lucas, in 
asking to intervene in a suit brought by an indj- 
vidual policyholder, is appearing in behalf of all 
the policyholders. The insurance companies have 
challenged his right so to act. The point is before 
Federal Judge Collet. On his ruling depends whether 
the Superintendent of Insurance may have his day 
in court as the friend of the policyholders. 

Petitioner Lucas seeks to justify the propriety of 
his action in an interesting statement. He declares 
that, as Superintendent of Insurance, he is, under the 
law, the sole custodian of such impounded funds—a 
point for the Court to pass upon. He declares that 
neither he nor his predecessors in office have had 
custody of the funds—a matter of known fact. He 
brands the O’Malley compromise illegal—a_conten- 
tion verified by a ruling of the Missouri Supreme 
Court which quashed the notorious settlement as 
null and void. 

As of today, the fire insurance companies lost the 
war but got the money, and the policyholders won the 
war and lost the money. And it was all done under 
so-called official auspices, and with Boss Pender- 
gast’s beaming blessing. 

The final verdict, as of tomorrow, is yet to be 
written. 
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ANOTHER TASK FOR MR. McNAMARA. 

The reported effort of James A. Waechter, the po- 
litical boss who was driven from public office in 
disgrace by ex-Gov. Park, to knife Jury Commis- 
sioner McNamara was defeated by a majority of the 
Circuit Judges, who have reappointed this good of- 
ficial. Under Mr. McNamara’s regime, the central 
assignment system for juries was put into effect at 
an annual saving to the city of approximately $50,000. 

We trust Mr. McNamara’s new tenure will result 
in other major accomplishments in the improvement 
of our jury system. One obvious and fundamental 
need is for a more selective method, already fully 
authorized by the statutes, in the choice of jurors. 
Many jurors now selected are obviously unfit, be- 
cause of lack of education and experience, to pass 
judgment in law suits and criminal trials. There is 
no reason why they should not be weeded out. 

If Mr. McNamara addresses himself to this prob- 
lem, he will have the lasting gratitude of the com- 
munity. 
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SHE HAD THE VISION OF THE WILDERNESS. 

There died this week a most remarkable figure 
in the world of letters—Constance Lindsay Skinner. 
Born 60 years ago and reared in Northern British 
Columbia at a Hudson’s Bay Co. trading post 600 
miles from a railroad, she carried with her to civili- 
zation a creative imagination and a sense of beauty 
acquired in that wilderness of the voyageurs and 
the red men. At 11 she wrote a novel, at 14 she 
wrote and produced a three-act operetta, at 16 she 
was a special writer for several Canadian news- 
papers, and at 18 she became a reporter on the 
San Francisco Chronicle. She soon acquired a repu- 
tation as a poet, novelist, historian and geographer, 
and many of her works were translated into several 
foreign languages. 

Death cut her career short just as Miss Skinner 
Was well started on a task that was as immense as 
it was unique—the presentation of American history 
in a fresh light through the stories of its 24 major 
rivers related by a group of prominent authors. As 
she expressed it, “The natural rhythm moving the 
pioneer life of America forward was the rhythm of 
flowing water. It is as the story of American rivers 
that the folk sagas will be told.” 

Miss Skinner had the satisfaction of realizing that 
there was a lasting and luminous beauty certain to 
come of her vision, for she lived to edit five of the 24 
volumes, those on Powder River of Western tra- 
dition, the James of colonial fame, the Upper Mis- 
sissippi where cries of “tim-m-ber-r-r-r” still re- 
sound, the roisterous Kennebec of the Down Easters, 
and the sleepy Suwannee of Stephen Foster’s classic. 

Other authors are busy now on the Colorado, Ohio 
and Delaware rivers. Completion of the entire series, 
with adherence to the high standards already set, will 
constitute a monument more lasting than granite to 
this daughter of the wilderness who had discerned 
the power of flowing waters to reveal the color and 
texture of American life.

(Post-Dispatch, March 26). If the idea 
could be carried out in a serious, democratic 
manner, much good might issue from it. 
'The Washington celebration on March 4, 
| which I enjoyed very much over the radio, 
was certainly a fine demonstration. 

The big difficulty would be, perhaps, to 
keep down the ax-grinders, the self-servers; 
found in every group. For example, such a 
fellow as the Westinghouse chairman would 
endeavor to point the sentiment up his al- 
ley, and give the demonstration that sort of 
democratic aspect which would be directly 
toward tyranny, and some labor monopolists 
and dictators would try to forge their selfish 
plans. 

At the same time, there would have to be 
freedom of speech. But I believe we could 
trust to the rule of good sense in the gen- 
eral outcome, provided really honest demo- 
cratic spirits were given a fair opportunity 
in the inception and development of the 
affair. 

Unfortunately, selfish interests are very 
strong in democracies, so-called, because 
such interests have been accustomed to hav- 
ing their way. In other words, too often 
the democracy in vogue was only nominal. 
Getting right down to brass tacks, intelli- 
gent Americans know that the country has 
been ruled, in the main, from the beginning, 
by the rich-wise-good. Slavery protective 
tariffs, economic and banking trickery and 
cliquing, and financial wizardy have done 
wonders to the “greatest country on earth.” 


Nevertheless, for several early generations, 
there was so much opportunity for the com- 
monality that things went along pretty well, 
especially so while illiteracy was prevalent. 
But, with more enlightenment, and more 
boldness and determination on the part of 
labor, the lack of freedom and equality of 
opportunity for the rank and file—and even 
whole sections—is being more and more dis- 
covered, and the desires, the pleas and the 
demands from them for a fairer share of 
the blessings of democracy will not down. 
But they have to be taught, as they ac- 
quire more freedom, how to use it—scratch 
a humble son of toil and you find his in- 
nards do not differ fundamentally from 
those of his brother, the Tory. 

Out of the “National Rededication” cere- 
monies and inspirations might flower a great 
university of democracy—our greatest need. 
Education is what is needed: specific edu- 
cation in democracy and the American sys- 
tem. (By American system I mean not that 
thing the Tories speak so succulently of, 
but that fair, free, justice-for-all and special- 
privilege-for-none system, which is rooted 
in Christian ethics.) 

It should be taught in the schools, from 
the first grade up. Train the people in the 
way they shoul go. The adults, already 
permanently set, for the most part, may 
be past salvation, but the children can be 
trained, Plenty of them never learn what 
real honesty and fair dealing is. Too many 
have been taught nice, decent tricks of 
shrewdness and selfishness (practiced by the 
so-called most successful people) above all 
else, so that they feel that they are untrue 
to themselves if they fail to make use of 
/every opportunity to grab for themselves. 


The National Rededication Proposal

Millions of people without means of decent 
existence and the worthwhiles of living will 
sooner or later appeal to a system that will 
do something. If dictators provide food, 
clothing, shelter, work and interests in life, 
while democfacy blubbers and theorizes and 
ballyhoos—why, they are interested in the 
something tangible. They do not care a rap 
about the theories of liberty-without-food. 
They can’t even hear such talk. 

The people should be given definite teach- 
ing, schooling, training, practice in the true 
ways of living and dealing with one another. 
And all the equipment we can muster for

just to parents and preachers. 

Democracy in its fairest, happiest concepts 
—the glorified but homely ethic of democ- 
racy—must be instilled in the minds and 
hearts of all, But our main chance for 
guaranteeing the future is the teaching of 
the young. Parents, school teachers, 
churches, civic societies, scientific societies, 
authors, newspapers and government should 
get together on the main threads of the cur- 
riculum, so as to follow essentially a united 
course of endeavor. 

Do not take it for granted that they are 
already being taught. They are not; they 
are being taught as much or more of the 
opposites of the true principles of democ- 
racy. 

Mr. Editor, push your idea and sugges- 
tion. It is practicable, important, urgent. 
Hurrah for the “Rededication” and the 
“university”!

The underlying issue in the bud- 
get controversy is not whether 
Congress shall retrench a little 
now, but whether.it shall remove 
the deterrents to private invest- 
ment.

If they cut expenditures severely, 
without first removing the great 
deterrents to private investment, 
they will almost surely cause the 
disaster that Mr. Eccles is talking 
about. For we are operating un- 
der a system which throttles pri- 
vate enterprise so effectively that 
it can be kept going only by vast 
deficit priming by the Government. 
The priming cannot safely be dis- 
continued unless the throttle is re- 
leased. 

This means that the reform of 
the system will have to begin with

The fact that a reduction of tax 
rates will seem to yield less reve- 
nue out of the present national in- 
come should not be regarded as an 
objection to this reform. For lower 
rates, by making private invest- 
ment profitable, will eventually 
yield a larger revenue out of a 
larger national income; by reviving 
private investment, they will make 
less necessary the current amount 
of public spénding. 
The present budget, as the Presi- 
dent himself has recognized, cannot 
be balanced by increasing taxes. It 
cannot be balanced by reducing ex- 
penditures. It can be balanced only 
by increasing the national income. 
But the national income can be in- 
creased only by a revival of private 
investment, and private investment 
can be revived only by enhancing

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Thus, the way to reduce the defi- 
cit is to reduce taxes. The existing 
tax system does not balance the 
budget.

FIELDS SUGGESTED 
FOR MEDICAL FUNDS 


Rockefeller Foundation Men- 
tions Several Phases of 
Work Open for Research, 


NEW YORK, March 29 (AP).— 
The Rockefeller Foundation said 
last night that medical science had 
reached the point where “adequate 
support in a dozen different areas 
might well bring results of incalcu- 
lable benefit to human health and 
welfare.” 

Reviewing its activities in 1938, 
the foundation said its own funds 
“could not possibly be spread to 
cover these other fields,” but sug- 
gested they represented “unique op- 
portunities in teaching and research 


where large sums could effectively 
be spent.” 

“Cancer,” said the foundation, “is 
of course one of these areas that 
immediately comes to mind. Ob- 
stetrics is another because the ma- 
ternal mortality rate in the United 
States remains a national disgrace.” 


Various Subjects Considered. 
These other subjects discussed: 
Chemotherapy —‘“The recent 

amazing development and applica- 
tion of sulfanilamide, and the 
earlier successes of salvarsan in 
syphilis and of tryparsamide in 
African sleeping sickness, suggest 
the possibility of a broad frontal 
attack through organic chemistry 
upon some of the hidden secrets of 
chemical substances.” 

Dermatology—“We have no de- 
partments or institutes of derma- 
tology which would compare favor- 
ably with the best in Europe.” 

Pharmacology—“In 25 recognized 
American medical schools there are 
no separate departments of phar- 
macology.” 

Legal or forensic medicine—“This 
subject, which may be defined as 
the application of expert medical 
knowledge to the administration 
of justice, is in most places in the 
United States paralyzed in its de- 
velopment by the existence of the 
Coroner system.” 

Industrial medicine—“There are 
no medical schools in the United 
States with departments of indus- 
trial hygiene which are fully ade- 
quate for the instruction of physi- 
cians going into this field.” 

‘More Dental Research. 

Dentistry — “Although America 


leads the world in dentistry, it is| 
a leadership based more upon inge-| 
nuity of a mechanical sort than 
upon the amount or character of 
research done on the anatomy, | 
pathology or physiology of the oral | 
cavity.” | 

Public health—“Relatively few of | 
the 77 recognized medical schools| 
in the United States, which are| 
producing the doctors for the fu- 
ture, have adequate instructior in 
preventive medicine and public 
health.” 

Disases of advancing years—At. 
present a “largely neglected area,” 
but one that is “sure to be of in- 
creasing importance as the popu- 
lation gains in the number and pro- 
portion of older people.” Among 
these diseases were listed high 
blood pressure, chronic kidney dis- 
ease, rheumatism and the faults of 
nutrition,

EGYPTIAN STATUETTES 
GIVEN 10 ART MUSEUM 


i4 Bronzes Dating From 300 
to 1600 B. C. Were Collected 
by Late G. E. Scott. 


A gift of 14 bronze Egyptian 
statuettes, which probably served 
as votive offerings in temples be- 
tween 1600 B. C. and 300 B. C., has 
been made to the St. Louis Art 
Museum by Miss Cornelia Scott of 


Chicago in memory of her brother, 
the late George Eaton Scott, a for- 
mer St. Louisan. 

The figures include representa- 
tions of deities and of animals 
which symbolized deities, such as 
a bull, hawk, cat, fish and monkey. 
Primitive in general design, many 
contain intricate figuring and or- 
namentation. They are between 
two and 10 inches tall. 

They were collected by Mr. Scott, 
who, at the time of his death in 
Chicago last January, was presi- 
dent of the American Steel Foun- 
dries.

Subsidy Plan Would Work. 

Agriculture Department officials 
said the private exporter probably 
would be the key figure in opera- 
tion of the cotton export subsidy 
program proposed by President 
Roosevelt. | 


They said the program would 
operate about as follows: 

The Government would announce 
that it would pay a bounty, proba- 
bly between 2 and 3 cents a pound, 
on all cotton sold abroad after a 
certain date. 


Because there is a limited amount 
\of cotton in domestic markets, 
| there would be only one source 
‘where the exporter could get an 
ample supply for export. That 
would be in warehouses where the! 
|staple was stored as collateral for 
‘loans the Government has made to 
farmers. 

Title to this loan cotton—totaling 
11,300,000 bales—is vested in the 
borrowing farmer. To get him to 
relinquish the title, the Govern-' 
ment would pay him $1.25 a bale! 
and wipe out his loan debt. 


The exporter then could purchase | 
cotton:so released by paying the! 
Government a price yet to be! 
set, .probably between 8 and 8.5 
cents a pound. Since the exporter| 
would receive a bounty of 2 cents, 
a pound, he could get the cotton!

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AUTO DEATHS DECLINE 
16TH STRAIGHT MONTH 


1810 in February Was Drop of 
250 From 1938 Period— 
St. Louis Second in Safety. 


CHICAGO, March 20 (AP).— 
Highway traffic deaths declined 
12 per cent in February, the. six- 
teenth consecutive month to show 
fewer fatalities than the same 
month of the preceding year. 

The country’s February death 
toll was 1810, or 250 less than that 
of February, 1938; the National 
Safety Council reported today. The 
January, 1939, figure was 210 less 
than that of January, 1938. Both 
the January and February death 
totals were the lowest for those 
months since 1933. 

The council said the reduction 
in death came without a decrease 
in travel. In 1938 the 19 per cent 
death reduction was accomplished 
with no change in mileage from 
1937. In January this year the 
record was better, the 8 per cent 
cut in deaths coming with an 8 per 
cent increase in travel. Based on 
mileage, the motor vehicle death 
rate actually was 15 per cent low- 
er in January than in January, 
1938. February mileage figures 
were not available. 

Reduction in traffic deaths this 
year was recorded by all sections 
of the country except the Pacific 
states which had a 5 per cent in- 
crease, By states, Wyoming led 
with a drop of 68 per cent, fol- 
lowed by New Hampshire with 67 
per cent. 

Cities reported a 9 per cent de 
cline in automobile deaths from 
January, 1938, to January, 1939, 
contrasted to the countrywide de- 

crease of 12 per cent. For the two 
months, however, the city record 
was better with a drop of 12 per 
cent compared with a general de- 
crease of 10 per cent, 

Cities in the 250,000-500,000 pop: 
ulation group produced the great- 
est reduction in February, 19 per 
cent. Among cities with more than 
250,000 population Kansas City lea 
in improvement with a fatality de- 
cline of 70 per cent. Memphis 
and Providence tied for second 
place with 67 per cent. 

Of 419 cities reporting for Feb 
ruary, 284 had no deatlis. Two 
Connecticut cities led this group, 
Hartford with 168,500 population, 
and New Haven, with 162,700. 

Milwaukee's record was best 
among cities of more than 500,000 
population.

fied half across the world and 
spent much time in hospitals. He 
left Nassau for Montreal, then went 
to New York and Philadelphia. In 
1934 he sailed to Santo Domingo, 
where he remained in guarded se- 
clusion several months, then went 
to Europe. 
While he was in Germany efforts 
were made to extradite him to Cuba 
to face murder charges which later 
were dropped. The charges were 
based on his summary executions 
of political critics. 
Machado returned to the United 
States in 1936 and remained in New 
York while friends worked for 
amnesty. A year later these ef- 
forts were partly successful and 
Machado came to Miami Beach. 
In Independence Fight. 
Machado was born in Santa Clara 
Sept. 28, 1871, the son of a Colonel. 
He soon entered the Cuban inde- 
pendence movement. At the age of 
22 he started his military career; 
won two citations for valor. 
When Cuba won its freedom from 
Spain, Machado had the rank of 
Brigadier-General. He busied him- 
self later with politics, sugar and 
cattle raising and other commercial 
ventures. 
He was elected President for his 
first term in 1925. He was active 
in promoting good relations with 
the United States and in 1928 was 
host to President Coolidge when 


Coolidge addressed the Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress at Havana. 

Dictator in Depression. 
When the world depression began 
and Cuba was in financial distress, 
he obtained dictatorial powers 
through a vote of the Federal leg- 
islature, authorizing him to sus- 
pend constitutional guarantees. 

Beginning in 1929 his opponents 
turned from arguments against the 
legality of his tenure to active plot- 


ting. Seven plots to kill him were 
exposed in less than three years. 
Only chance saved him in Febru- 
ary, 1931, when a bomb was dropped 
down a vent pipe leading to his 
bath room at the house when the 
President was taking his customary 
early morning “soak.” The plotters 
knew the pipe led to the bathroom, 
but they did not know that plum- 
bers had put an elbow in it only 
a few days before their attempt. 
The bomb, therefore, exploded a 
floor above Machado’s quarters. 
Aug. 11, 1933, the army turned 
against Machado, notifying him 
that the presidential palace would 
be bombed from the air unless he 
relinquished his office. He bowed 
to this ultimatum next day and a 
wild mob sacked the palace, killing 
Col. Antonio Jiminez, head of 
Machado’s secret police; Antonio

NAZI PROPAGANDISTS | 


Three Youths Accused of Se- 
cretly Posting Pro-German 
Literature in Schleswig City. 


COPENHAGEN, March 29 (AP). 
—The Danish Ministry of Justice 
last night ordered the expulsion of 
three Nazi youths accused of clan- 
destinely posting propaganda bills 
in Tonder, Northern Schleswig city 
gained from Germany in a 1920 
plebiscite. 

The youths were said to have 
come with 150 pupils of the “Fuehr- 
erschule” for training Nazi propa- 
gandists to campaign for the Ger- 
man minority in current Danish 
elections. 

Police had said the group would 
be permitted to stay in Denmark 
on good behavior, but could take 
no part in electioneering. 
Pro-German placards were found 
in Haderslev, Schleswig, in addition 
to Tonder. They were plastered on 
headquarters of the Danish Nation- 
alist movement and offices of the 
Danish newspaper Modersmaalet 
(Mother’s Tongue). 

Premier Thovald Stauning, who 
a week ago branded as traitors any 
Danes that might join in a Danish 
Nazi appeal to Adolf Hitler, said 
he trusted the Reichsfuehrer’s dec- 
laration that Germany “has n0 
more territorial plans in Europe.” 

The Premier spoke at the former 
German town of Aabenraa, denying 
recognition to “theories of frontier 
moving which are heard here now 
and again.” 

Northern Schleswig, with a popu- 
lation of 163,622 and an area of 
1538 square miles, renounced Ger- 
many for Denmark in a plebiscite 
conducted under the Versailles 
Treaty 19 years ago. Southern 
Schleswig voted to remain German.

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$250,000 BRINKLEY | 
SUIT GOES TO JURY 


Judge, in Charge, Points Out 
Revocations of License 
as Physician, 


DEL RIO, Tex., March 29 (AP). 
—A jury of West Texas ranchers 
and business men retired today to 
deliberate the facts in the $250,000 
suit of. Dr. John R. Brankley 
against Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor 
of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. - 
The case went to the jury after 
United States District Judge R. J. 
McMillan had delivered a lengthy 
charge in which he discussed the 
evidence and pointed out to the 
jurors the Texas laws on libel. At 
one point Judge McMillan said: 
“There is no doubt that this 
plaintiff has been the subject of 
trcuble in several places in this 
country. The question of his right 
to practice medicine has been 
raised several times.” 

License Revocation Cited. 
The Judge referred to the revo- 
cation of Dr. Brinkley’s license to 
practice medicine in Kansas, the 
revocation of his license in Con- 
necticut in a general action against 
eclectic doctors, the refusal of Cal- 
ifornia to grant him a permanent 
license, the cancelation of his 
broadcast privilege by the Federal 
Communications Commission and 
the revocation of a degree given 
him by a medical school in Italy. 
“It is manifest in his own and 
other evidence that this is not the 
first time an article of this kind 
has been written about him,” he 
said. “We have heard read here 
depositions that were taken in an- 
other suit filed by the plaintiff 
against Dr. Morris Fishbein. Dr. 
Brinkley said in his own testimony 
that he had been convicted of the 
sale of alcoholic spirits in Kansas.” 
Kansas Supreme Court Quoted. 
Judge McMillan then read a de- 
cision by the Supreme Court of 
Kansas which was printed in Dr. 
Brinkley’s biography. It said the 
Supreme Court of Kansas, in hear- 
ing another suit in which Dr. 
Brinkley was involved, said Dr. 
Brinkley was “an empirio without 
moral sense,” and had “performed 
charlatanism until he is capable 
of preying on human weakness, 
ignorance and credulity to an ex- 
tent quite beyond the invention of 
the humble mountebank.” 

Commenting on the publication 
of that Court statement in the 
Brinkley biography, Judge McMil- 
lan said it raised a question in his 
mind as to “why a man would give 
currency to such a statement in his 
own book.” 

Consideration of Background. 

The Judge told the jury that 
consideration could be given to the 
gland specialist’s background in de- 
termining the damages, if any, 
caused by Dr. Fishbein’s article in 
Hygeia magazine attacking Dr. 
Brinkley. 

“The defendant (Fishbein) says 
he believes the things said in the ar- 
ticle are true,” McMillan continued. 
“To support that contention the 
Court has allowed evidence from 
certain sources to permit you to de- 
termine whether the article was 
written from those sources in good 
faith.”

FAVORABLE REPORT ON REPEAL ‘PROBATION FOR EMBEZZLER 


OF THE JONES-MUNGER LAW 


It Would Restore in St. Louis Old 
Method of Collecting Back 
Taxes. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 29.— 
Repeal of the Jones-Munger de- 
linquent realty tax collection law, 
in so far as it affects the City of 


St. Louis and St. Louis County 
and restoration of the former Cir- 
cuit Court suit method of collect- 
ing such delinquent taxes in the 
city and county, with some im- 


reported out favorably last night 
by the House Committee on Tax- 
ation and Revenue. 

This bill, sponsored by the St. 
Louis city administration, is de- 
signed to aid in correcting the sit- 
uation that has resulted in the ac- 
cumulation of nearly $15,000,000 in 
delinquent taxes in St. Louis and 
inability in many instances to sell 
property for delinquent taxes under 
the Jones-Munger Act. 

The Jones-Munger Act, doing 
away with the tax collection suit 
method throughout the State, has 
been under fire in this session of 
the Legislature, and a number of 
bills to repeal it in whole or in 
part have been introduced. It was 
asserted the act had functioned 
fairly well in rural territory, but 
had been a failure in the larger 
cities. 


The bill reported out provides for 
a waiting period of two years aft- 
er judgment for delinquent taxes 
before the property may be sold, 
with the privilege of redemption 
within that period. The bill re- 
quires that at least 50 per cent 
of the property’s value must be 
bid at the sale, and limitations are 
placed on fees, costs and penal- 
ties.

HEN, more than 11 years ago, 
W ine first field test was made 

in the fight against pellagra, 
the scourge of the South, it was 
made near here. Now, where this 
first test was made, there is no pel- 
lagra, or practically none. The 
killer has been killed, or is as 
good as dead. Yeast gave it the 
death blow here 10 years ago. 
Gardtn seed helped to bury it so 
deep that it has stayed buried ever 
since. For pellagara is the starva- 
tion disease, Garden seeds grew 


Food starved it to death. 

Before the first field test was 
made here pellagra had been taking 
its 7000 per year in the ‘outh and 
striking down 35 times as many and 
leaving them half dead. Poinsett 
County was a plague spot with its 
dead and half dead. Pellagra had 
prospered here as long as poor peo- 
ple had been working on the farms. 
As long, in other words, as there 
had been farms. It prospered be- 
cause the poor people who worked 
on the farms did not prosper. They 
did not have enough food and the 
food that they had was not the 
right kind. It consisted for the 
most part of the three Ms—meat, 
meal and molasses Not lean 
meat, the kind that is needed to 
fight off pellagra, but sow belly 
and the fat of the sow’s back, the 
kind of meat that pellagra feeds 
upon, 

It was during the Mississippi 
River flood of 1927 that William 
DeKleine, who had been appoint- 
ed temporary medical director of 
the Red Cross, went to Dr. Jo- 
seph Goldberger of the United 
States Public Health Service, who 
had known for 10 years what 
caused pellagra and what should 
be done about it. The flood had 
flung pellagra into the face of the 
Red Cross and something had to 
be done about it. So Dr. DeKleine 
went to Dr. Goldberger asking 
what the Red Cross should do for 
victims of the disease. And, as 
the story is told in Paul de Kruif’s 
“Fight for Life,” Goldberger said: 

“Just feed them.” 

But DeKleine was a practical 
man. It was his job to be practical. 
It couldn’t be done. Not, anyway, 
the kind of feeding that those peo- 
ple needed. All right then, said 
Goldberger, who was a practical 
man himself, not a mere scientist, 
then feed them powdered yeast, two 
teaspoonsful three times a day, in 
a little water. Powdered yeast, he 
continued, still practical, would cost 
17 cents a pound. It would cost, 
as he figured it, 2 cents a day 
per head to save the lives of the 
pellagra victims. If it was some- 
thing practical that was wanted, 
there it was. 

So to Judge John Barton Payne, 
then Red Cross chairman, went 


into the food that pellagara fears.. 


DeKleine, and asked for $25,000 
worth of yeast, and got it. 

“And now,” as De Kruif tells 
it, “near the town of Marked Tree, 
Ark., Heaithman Bill DeKleine 
leaned down, looking at his first 
case of pellagra. 

“With him were Red Cross Nurse 
Annie Gabriel, and an old country 
doctor who had forgotten how 
many people he had seen die of pel- 
lagra but who knew mighty well 
when he was looking ‘at one who 
had not long to live. Here lay 
an 18-year-old Negro girl. She was 
a bag of bones at the end of pel- 
lagra’s final starvation. She could 
not hold food on her stomach. Her 
mouth was half open and her eyes 
were a blank. Asked questions, 
she answered with an unintelligible, 
high-pitched whining. Her neck, 
arms, feet were covered with flies 
feeding on her oozing ulcers, not 
bandaged,

tor?” asked DeKleine. 
Of course not. Why not try any- 
thing, so long as she hadn’t more 
than a week or 10 days to live. The 
old doctor was tolerant of any rem- 
edy, however new-fangled, in this 
extremity. And who blames him 
for his being skeptical, in view of 
this yeast’s commonness, its sim- 
plicity? It had no jawcracker 
scientific label. It had been tied 
up too long with plain beer and 
bread. Now followed a teaching of 
new ultra-modern, homespun sci- 
ence. Now DeKleine made the dy- 
ing girl's mammy, herself, measure 
out the two teaspoonfuls of _ the 
yeast powder, then stir it up in an 
old cup in a little water. ‘Mind 
you do it just that way, mammy, 
three times a day, two spoons, three 

times every day, three times.’ 

“So all that day DeKleine, Nurse 
Gabriel and the old country doctor 
went from cabin to yet more dilapi- 
dated hovel. Was this medical 
science? They didn’t themselves 
quite believe in what they did, not

Milk, 
lean meats, liver and fish are also 
valuable anti-pellagra foods but for 
economic reasons are not available 
in sufficient quantity to a large 
part of the tenant population of the 
South. But experience indicates 
they can and will use garden pro- 
duce. 


Dr. DeKleine’s conclusion is that
